In acdition ta the Roman 
Church's vast Industrial and finsncial 
holdings, (see Sacred Poverty of the 
Vatican, Fulcrum 3/76), it might be pointe< 
out that some yeara ago an independent 
resesrch organiztion conducted a test on 
U.S corporations ror operational 
erficiency It was nataurprising to ljeam that 
the U.S chapter of the current Roman 
Empire was the moat efficiently run 
Ouelness within the bo°ders of the wcrid’s 
leading capitailat power. Auble 
milllonairea perhaos are more commonly 
cnown (%30 of them back |/n 1953, 870 being 
multl-milllonaires ). 

Both ollcarchies are concomed abdout 
proserving the important source of profits, 
that ia. (Ne labor-power of tha working 
class, a3 much es the ccntradictions of the 
ey3iam will allow. In the case of the Roman 
Catholic Church, this concern la voiced 
through the so-called preservation of !ife 
end being opposed tn acortion. in the case 
ot Rusee's state capitaliat rulers, sapecially 
in times of high market demand tor the 
workers’ energies. “heroic motherhood 
medals” ara issued and other swindling 
inducements are offered to increase the 
birthrate. Both dictatorships, being 
motivatad by the balance sheet, iIik3 to keep 
their exploitetive material an hand as 
cheaply as possibie. Religious escapiem is 
much cheaper far instance, than financing 
huge mental homes. Hence tha Kremiin ia 
favorabie to the opiate of tna masses. it 
paya. (30 milllan Russian Onhodox 
Chetstiena In (961). Consequantly Pope 
John Paul tl observed during hia recent tnp 
to Mis homeland that Catholiciem nas done 
very well under “Communism” in Poland. 
He preyed in a cell of Auschwitz for the 
milllans who hed died at the nanda of the 
Nazis. He carefully made no mention of the 
milliona who died in forced labor camps at 
tne nand of the Boisheviks. Mustn't oftend 
one's host. the local bcssee - O sccrum at all 
times.
